(FIFRA) and is subject to review by the EPA. If the website is false or misleading, the product will be
considered to be misbranded and sale or distribution of the product is unlawful under FIFRA section
12(a)(1)(E). 40 CFR § 156.10(a)(5) lists examples of statements the EPA may consider false or
misleading. In addition, regardless of whether a website is referenced on your product’s label, claims
made on the website may not substantially differ from those claims approved through the registration
process.

An IRM Stewardship Guide (or equivalent guidance) must be distributed to all customers using seed
containing the plant incorporated-protectant. The IRM Stewardship Guide will include instructions
and recommendations regarding product use, insect resistance management, and integrated pest
management. The following information regarding refuge requirements for commercial production
must be included in the IRM Stewardship Guide for the corn belt and cotton-growing areas.

These IRM requirements do not apply to breeding, research, propagation of inbred seed, or production

e Aneighbor’s field does not meet the refuge requirements.
e Strips, blocks, or perimeter refuges must be a minimum of 4 contiguous rows wide.

o Non-Bt foliar insecticide treatments for corn borer control may be applied only if economic
thresholds are reached for one or more pests. Economic thresholds will be determined using
methods recommended by local or regional professionals (e.g. Extension service agents, crop
consultants).

o The refuge should be planted with a hybrid that is agronomically similar to and managed similarly
to the Bt11 Insect-Resistant CornBtH-eern.

Cotton-Growing Areas

For Bt field corn grown in cotton-growing areas (defined below) growers must adhere to the following
refuge requirements.

o Growers must plant a refuge of at least 50% non-Bt corn and/or non-lepidopteran-resistant Bt
corn.

o The refuge can be planted as a block, strips within the field, perimeter around the field, adjacent
or a separate block planted within 2 mile.

e Aneighbor’s field does not meet the refuge requirements.

o Strips, blocks, or perimeter refuges must be a minimum of 4 contiguous rows wide.
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o Non-Bt foliar insecticide treatments for corn borer control may be applied only if economic

thresholds are reached for one or more pests. Economic thresholds will be determined using
methods recommended by local or regional professionals (e.g. Extension service agents, crop

consultants).

e The refuge should be planted with a hybrid that is agronomically similar to and managed similarly
to the Bt11 Insect-Resistant CornBtH-eera.
